To THe Eptrottie As set forth from 
the Zribune, four murderors—.tames Jt. 
Slocum, the tawe-ball player, who killed 
his wife: Shibuye Jugigo, the Japanvac, 
who killed a sailor: Harrin A. Smiler, 
whosnurdered the last of hla thros Uving 
Wives, and Jeaeph Wood, a coloured man 
who killed a fsllow-laborer—suffered the 
extreme poaalty uf the lawatan early 
hour on Tuesday morning of last week, 
In tho penitentary ot Sing Sing, N. Y. 
ALL four went to thelr death instints- 
ously, H reporta bo true, in the electrical 
ehair. Slocum was the tint of the lour, 
and died very quickly. Sinilver followed 
bulf un hour later, and wus disposed of 
prompti Wood came next, nud then 
the Japaneses, who, being a powerful, 
ugly and somewhat demented fellow, 
made jome resistance. He wan easily 
overcome, however, placed In the chair 
and killed nt once. In vach case the 
victim wos killed at the first contact, 
and there were none of the horrible oc- 
currences which attended the execution 
of Kemnmier at Auburn about a year ago, 
owing to a weakness of the current, the 
alipping of belts and the waste of the 
charge upon the devices intended to test 
the voltage. Warned by this first ex- 
wrience the electricians bad everything 
n readiness and in complete working 
order. It isthe testimony of witnesses 
that all four men dicd instantly and 
palnivasly and without a struggle, and 
they claim that when the current was 
turned into the men’s bodies they died 
so qulekly that it was difficult to realize 
death hud occurred. From this it would 
appear that the defects of electrocution 
have been remedied, und that it is now 
possible to kill men with absolute pro- 
cision, and more quickly and painlessly 
than by the slower process ol hanging. 
It adds tothe success of the operation 
that it was applied in four eases to men 
of different degrees of health and 
strength, and worked the same in each 
vase, Successful as the execution twas 
in all respects, it is doubtful whether 
electrocution will become a favorite

To THE Eprror:--I want to tell your 
many readers about à seance held in our 
parlors on Thursday evening, June 4. 
There were present a few true and good 
friends who have the love of truth and 
harmony in their hearts, and who gath- 
ered around the medium, Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Sloper, she being shrinking and 
sensitive, and the scance the fifth one 
she has held for materialization. The 
medium took her seat in the cabinet, a 
cabinet which we put up ourselves, 
under the direction of our guide, who 
helps in our art work; in this cabinet we 
do the most of our painting of spirit 
homes.
